Not only Stanford, which is now in the 
midst of its 50th anniversary celebration, 
but the University of Southern Califor- 
nia, which next Monday marks its 62nd 
birthday, first saw the academic light of 
day in this month of October. Our great 
Los Angeles metropolitan university thus 
shares with the Palo Alto campus in the 
special current acclaim of the educational 
world. 

The growth of “USC” as even its great- 
est admirers persist in calling it, has been 
one of the miracles of educational pro- 
gress—and to its distinguished and hard- 
working president must go much of the 
credit. When Dr. Rufus B. von Klein- 
Smid took over in 1921, there were four 
buildings, housing 5600 students and a 
faculty of 261.

@ Experiences of the first flight 
PILOT TELLS THRILLS 


Thrills of a first airplane ride were 
recounted today by Walter Kelly, pri- 
mary flying student, who was the first 
student to go up this year in jaysee. 

Taking off at 7 a.m. in the morning in 
a Piper cub with Clifford Pitman as an 
instructor, Kelly flew for about 30 minutes 
over country around the airport for the 
first time he had ever been in an airplane. 

Kevealing his sensations of his first 
trip aloft, the primary student said it felt 
something like a mild rolly coaster when 
going up or down. “Really it was not quite 
as thrilling as I had imagined it,” he dis- 
closed, ‘‘although I like flying immense- 
ly 
The first time up Kelly was allowed 
to take the controls by the instructor for 
a few banks and straight flying. ‘‘Most 
fun of the whole trip was the landing,”’ 
he stated. 

EVERYTHING LOOKS SMALL 

Flying at about 3000 feet, the student 
pilot said the ground looks like a lot of 
different colored patches. Everything 
looks pretty small when looking down 
on them, Kelly revealed. 

After one week of flying and ground 
school, the local student declares he is 
“sold” on flying. He wants to continue 
aviation and plans to take the secondary 
course offered here and then go to the 
Naval training station at Pensacola, 
Florida. 

When up in the air the student and in- 
structor are connected with each other 
by ear phones. “The motor makes it 
plenty noisy up there, too,” he said. 
PERSUADED BY FORMER STUDENT 

Kelly was persuaded to take the local 
course by one of jaysee’s former CPT 
students. “Before this course I never had 
any desire to fly, but now you couldn’t 
keep me from it,” he declared.
